JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.— 


The Public Service Co. of St. Louis 
has notified counsel for the State 
Public Service Commission of its 


intention to file a mandamus suit 
in the Supreme Court on Saturday 
designed to uphold the company’s 
belief that the commission should 
take jurisdiction over city bus 
lines. The commission heretofore 
has refused to assume authority 
over bus lines such as those op- 
erated by the company, which are 
part of a system located chiefly 
within a municipality. Cross- 
state bus lines have béen the only 
ones regulated by the commission. 

Public Service Co. bus lines in 
St. Lotis, unlike the street cars, 
are operated without franchises, 
but under day-to-day permits is- 
sucd by the city Board of Public 
Service. Setvice and rate of fare 
are regulated by the city under 
these permits. If the State Com- 
mission takes jurisdiction the State 
then would control bus service and 
regulate fares on the basis of “val- 
uation.” 

“Hands Off” Policy. 

The commission has taken the 
position in .several instances that 
under the 1927 bus law it has no 
control over busses forming part 
of a transportation system within 
a municipality and adjacent sub- 
urban territory, where the major 
portion of the system is within the 
limits of the municipality. This 
description fits the Public Service 
Co. and the People’s Motor Bus Co. 
of St. Louis, the latter also operat- 
ing under day-to-day permits of 
the Board of Public Service. 

The contemplated mandamus suit 
by the company will seek to com- 
pel the commission to pass on the 
company's application to it for a 
bus line in the northern part of 
st. Louis. This line would extend 
from Euclid adyenue and Page 
boulevard to Taylor and West 
Florissant avenues. The Board of 
Public Service granted the coim- 
pany a permit for this line but on 
Feb. 27 the company applied to the 
State commission for another per- 
mit for it under the State law. 
contending that the second au- 
thority was necessary before’oper- 
ation could begin. 

An application by the city of St. 
Louis to dismiss this application, 
on the ground that the commission 
lacked jurisdiction, was sustained 
by the commission. which  dis- 
missed it on March 13. 

If the city shoud be deprived of 
regulation of busses, it would still 
retain a means of reprisal if serv- 
ie and fares did not meet public 
approval. None of the bus lines 
have franchises, only permits, 
which the. city has the power to 
cancel.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Six of 
the 10 members of President Hoov- 
er’s Cabinet personally believe that 
prohibition is a failure, Capt. Wil- 
liam H. Stayton, chairman of the 
board and founder of the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, told the Senate Lobby 
Investigating Committee today. 

Stayton identified a letter he 
wrote last year to Dr. John R. 
Frost of Philadelphia. The perti- 
nent portion of this letter was as 
follows: “Of course, I have to be 
an optimist, otherwise I could not 
have given so much of my time 
and strength to the cause, but it 
seefms to me that I do see a decid- 
ed drift of sentiment against the 
law. 

“As a matter of fact, six of the 
10 men in President Hoover's Cab- 
inet believe, personally, that prohi- 
bition is a failure. 

“Of course, they are not going 
to help us, but it is rather hearten- 
ing to feel that six of the 10 lead- 
ing men of our country, selected 
by a dry, are convinced that the 
dry law is a failure.” 

Questioned About Each. 

“Who were the six Cabinet of- 
ficers?” Chairman Caraway de- 
manded. 

“Tt had no personal assurances 
from these men,” Stayton replied, 
“but the men I had in mind were 
Secretary of State Stimson, who 
had been in the Philippines, where 
where was no dry law; Secretary of 
Labor Davis, who wrote in his book 
that men laboring at high temper- 
atures needed alcoholic drink; Sec- 
retary of Commerce Lamont, who 
was one of our directors before he 
became a2 member of the Cabinet, 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, who is éertainly against the 
dry law.” 

“That is fair,"” prompted Cara- 
way. “What about Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mitchell?” ‘Il think he is a 
dry.” 

“What about Secretary of War 
Hurley?’ Caraway continued. ‘‘He 
was not in the Cabinet then.”’ 

*‘Postmaster-General Brown?” 
Caraway pursued, “I think he is 
wet.” 

Sure Hyde Is Dry. 

“Secretary of Agriculture Hyde?” 
“T am sure he is a dry,” Stayton 
replied. ) 

“He talks like a dry,” Caraway 
observed. “Now how about Secre- 
tary of the Interior Wilbur?” “I 
should think he is a dry.’’ 

“And Secretary of the Navy Ad- 
ams?” ‘He is the sixth member,” 
Stayton said, triumphantly. “I 
think he is opposed to_ the law, 
put, of course, he does not drink.’ 

Stayton was called before the 
committee today to explain a con- 
fidential letter he wrote last month 
to Charles S. Wood of Philadel- 
phia, a director of the association, 
claiming that President Hoover 
was beginning to. doubt that pro- 
hibition could be enforced. 

Sharply quizzed by Caraway. 
Stayton said that he had written 
to Wood shortly after he had 
talked with four members of the 
Wickersham Law. Enforcement 
Commission and several members 
of Congress, including Senator 
Hawes (Dem.) of Missouri. 

Recalls Three Commissioners, 

He recalled that Federal Judge 
Kenyon of lowa, Dean Roscoe 
Pound of Harvard, and Col. Henry 
W. Anderson of Richmond, Va., 
were three of the law enforcement 
commissioners with whom he had 
conferred. He said he could not 
remember the name of the fourth 
commissioner. | 

Stayton said that he had “in- 
ferred” from their remarks that 
President Hoover was beginning to 
have doubts about prohibition and 
denied that they had specificaily 
made such a statement.

MOSCOW, May 1.—The entire 
Soviet Union celebrated May day 
with great processions of workmen, 
housewives, red army soldiers, 
young pioneers and the _ civilian 
population. 

Following a military parade led 
by Clement Voroshiloff, Commis- 


letarians marched in triple cal- 
umns for seven hours through 
Moscow's red square, singing revo- 
lutionary songs and carrying ban- 
ners and placards inscribed with 
revolutionary slogans. 

Theatrical companies stationed 
in various parts of the city gave 
public performances on opén air 
stages and wooden platforms 
erected on trucks. All theaters, 
concert halls and other amusement 
places admitted workers and their 
families free. 

Forty-six airplanes and nine ar- 
mored motor cars, built in Soviet 
factories by money which the

WASHINGTON, May 1.-—John 
J. Parker, nominated by President 
Hoover for the United States Su- 
. reme Court, was described in the 
Senate today as a lawyer who was 
willing to act as the tool of former 
Attorney-General Harry Daugherty 
in the latter’s campaign to discredit 
the Wilson administration’s conduct 
of the World War. The charge was 
made by Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Montana. 

Walsh told the Senate that if he 
had received such a reprimand as 
was administered to Parker, Marion 
Cc. Early of St. Louis and other 
attorneys representing the Govern- 
ment in the Harness case by the 
presiding Judge, “I should have 
been so humiliated as promptly to 
abandon the practice of law."’ 

Walsh’s savage attack on the 
professional record of the nominee 
was the high point of the fourth 
day of debate over Parker’s con- 
firmation. It was evident that the 
real fight was being waged  be- 
hind the scenes. So _ tightly were 
the lines drawn that the leaders on 
both sides manifested gloom over 
the outcome. Senator Watson, 
Republican leader, said that if a 
vote was not reached tomorrow 
there would be no vote until Mon- 
day. 

While the administration fought 
desperately to secure the fed addi- 
tional votes needed to insure con- 
firmation, opponents of Parker 
made effective use of the letter 
uncovered yesterday afternoon, in 
which a high official of the ad- 
ministration informed the White

Oscar De Priest's Conduct. 

A story was told today concern- 
ing the absence from the Senate 
chamber of Oscar De Priest, Negro 
Congressman from Chicago, who

_ preceding days of the debate. Re- 
peatedly warned that his presence 
. Was antagonizing Southern Demo-

DETROIT, Mich., May 1. —- al 
painting purchased by the Detroit 


Institute of Arts at the recent sale/ 


of the Havemeyer collection in New 
York for $400 has been disclosed 
as a masterpiece by Titian. 

Its value is estimated at $150,- 
000. . Some appraisals are 3$20(0,- 
000. a 

The original picture, painted by 


Titian in about 1565, emerge! in 
excellent condition when over- 
painting, thought_to have been ap- 
plied about 50 years ago, was re- 
moved by William Suhr, the icsti- 
tute’s restorer. 

Identity of the painting, cata- 
logued as a work of “the school 
of Titian,” was suspected by Dr. 
Wilhelm R. Valentiner, the insti- 
tute’s art director,,who nad sren 
the picture in the Havem.cyer 
home. His suspicions were based 
upon the technique he not:d in the 
artist’s treatment of the aubject’s 
hand, the only object on the can- 
vas which had escaped the over- 
painter’s brush. 

When the Havemeyer sile was 
announced he reported his opinion 
to the institute directors a:d was 
authorized to bid as high as $4900 
for the painting. 

Bidding stopped at $40¢, how- 
ever, and for that amount the in- 


stitute added a masterpiece to its 


collection. 

The painting is of Girolomo Pri- 
uli, who was elected Doge of Vcn- 
ite in 1559. Another portrait of 
the Doge in the palace of the 
Doges at Venice, by Jacob l’a:ma, 
the younger, has confirmed _ the 
identity of the sitter. 

The painting whose ident’ty has 
just been disclosed was former y in 
the collection of the Duchess of 
Berry, daughter-in-law of Charles 
X, King of France, who at one 
time owned one of the finest col- 
lections in Venice. While in her 
possession it was always cal'ed a 
Titian. ) 

There is no record of the migra- 
tions of the masterpiece {rom the 
time it left that collection. prob- 


ably around 1830, until it ap-/|* 


peared in the Havemeyer collec- 
tion in New York in the late nine- 
teenth century, attributed to the | 
“school of Titian.’’

Gray was known on the Pacific 
Coast as the associate of Bob Beck- 
well, known as “St. Louis Whitey,” 
now serving a term at the Federal 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth for a 
postoffice safe robbery. 
The Police Board will consider 
the distinguished service medal 
award at its meeting tomorrow, 
when it also will receive @ recom- 
mendation for the medal for Pa- 
trolman Marshall Hayhurst, who 
shot a robber April 20.

PRESIDENT SUBMITS NAVAL 
TREATY TO THE SENATE 


Ratification Requested 24 Hours After Pact 
Had Been Given to Executive—Borah 
Promises Speedy Action. 


By tie Assotiatel Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The 
naval treaty’ negotiated at London 
was submitted to the Senate today 
by President Hoover, 24 hours 
after it was placed in his hands by 
the returning delegates. 

In a letter of less than 100 
words the chief executive asked for 
ratification. 

Maurice C. Latta, a White House 
clerk, took the document to the 
Capitol. The uninitiated in the 
Senate galleries had no hint that 
an historic international agree- 
ment had come before the treaty- 
ratifying branch of Congress. 

Presented by a doorkeeper just: 
as the Senate was meeting at noon, 
Latta made the announcement

One Sentence in Message. 

President Hoover's letter trans- 
mitting the treaty was one of the 
shortest of such public documents 
in history. ‘rhe lone sentence fol- 
lows: 

“To the S»nate: 

“I transmit herewith a treaty for 
limitation and reduction of 
naval armament, sigred at London 
on April 22, 1930, by the plenipo- 
tentiaries of the President of the 
United States of America, the 
President of the Frefich Republic, 
His Majesty the King of Great 
Britain, Ireland and the British 
Dominions beyond the seas, Emper- 
or of India, His Majesty the King 
of Italy and His Majesty the Em- 
peror of Japan, to the ratification 
of which I ask the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. 

“(Signed ) 

HERBERT HOOVER.”

Ambassador Morrow, a member 
of the delegation, who arrived in 
the city last night, conferred at 
the White House with President 
Hoover shortly after 9 o'clock. They 
discussed the conference, together 
with details of the treaty. Secre- 
tary Adams of the Navy, also a 
delegate, and Assistant Secretary 
Jahncke also were early visitors at 
the executive -offices. 

Statement by Borah. 

“I seek to have it considered and 
passed upon by the committee as 
speedily as the importance of the 
matter will permit,” Borah said 
yesterday. ‘It is an important 
treaty and should have careful and 
deliberate consideration, but I do 
nét assume. that there will be any 
attempt at delay. My own position 
is one of a fricndly attitude, but I 
want to hear all about it.’”’ 

- The committee chairman’s state- 
ment followed a conference with 
Secretary Stimson of the State De- 
partment, who served as chief of 
the American delegation at the 
London conference. ‘The Cabinet 
officer called upon the Senator 
after presenting two certified copies 
of the treaty to President Hoover. 

Simultaneously, Senator Joseph 
T. Robinson of Arkansas, who was 
also a member of the delegation, 
was accorded’a rousing ovation by 
the Senate on the occasion of his 
first appearance in the chamber 
since his return from London. In 
an interview with newspaper men 
he urged that the United States 
build up its navy to the point per- 
mitted by the tre 

$100,000,000 a Year Outlay. 

Describing such a procedure as 
“wholesome” for thé nation, he es- 
timated that an annual outlay of 
$100,000,000 a year over a period 
which he did not specify but which 
would presumably terminate in 
1936, would be necessary: 

America must build more ships. 
he said, or abandon its position as 
@ naval power. He expressed the 
opinion that the c&hstruction limi- 
tations imposed by the pact would 
prove more beneficial than unlim- 
ited building. 

Senator Hale of Maine, who has 
questioned some aspects of ihe 
cruiser accord between the United 
States, England and Japan, g an- 
nounced that the Naval Co1amit- 
tee, headed by him, would start 
hearings on Monday.

FALL FIGHTS U. S. MOTION 


Objects to Move to Take Appeal 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Albert 
B. Fall asked the Supreme Court 
today to reject the Government's 
motion for it to take jurisdiction 
over his appeal on his conviction 
of having accepted a bribe for the 
Elk Hills oil lease while Seeretary 
of the Interior. The appeal is 
pending in the District of Colum- 
bia Court of Appeals. Fall's peti- 
tion contended that the case pre- 
sented only questions which might 
be involved in any case charging 
bribery, and nothing warranting 
the action which the Government 
is urging. 

Holding the Government’s effort 
to expedite action by the highest 
court was unprecedented, Fall's 
petition insisted the whole contro- 
versy was not founded on ques- 
tions of law, but “manifestly on 
consideration of the man in- 
volved.”

The Stockholm Exposition. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
WEDEN, the stalwart northern na- 


tion that has in recent years madc 
such remarkable strides in nearly every

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INATING BUS AND TROLLEY. 
The St. Louis Public Service Co. says in a report to 
stockholders just issued that its franchises expire in 
1939 and 1948, and that assurance of the right of 
the company to continue operations during good be- 
havior, or for a definite term beyond expiration of 
those franchises, must be forthcoming to enable the 
company to refinance its *bond issues falling due in 
1934, and that refinancing is necessary to enable 
the company to improve the service. | 

Obviously, the existing franchises constituté a eom- 
plete “right to continue operation” regardless of the 
company’s behavior. It is equally obvious that if 
the Public Service Co. must have a new franchise 
whenever existing ones are within 10 years of expi- 
ration that would be tantamount to giving the com- 
pany a perpetual franchise. 

As to behavior, the promoters’ failure to co-ordi- 
nate trolley and bus service is sufficiently enlight- 
ening. The company’s report safs the Transporta- 
tion Survey Commission has pointed out the neces- 
sity of co-ordination, “if the best and least 
expensive service is to be furnished, and such co- 
ordination can best be accomplished by a unified 
transit system under o@e management.” The report 
then says that the City Utilities Co., which owns 38 
per cent of the common stock of the Public Service 
Co., bought the Peoples’ Motor Bus Co. of St. Louis 
and has given the Public Service Co, the right to 
take over the bus lines at their cost to the Utilities 
company, which was about $2,500,000, “if and when 
the Public Service Co. is in a financial position to 
do so.” i 

President Stanley Clarke of the Public Service 
Co. told the Post-Dispatch, in am interview printed 
April 23, that his company was unable to find the 
money to buy the bus company. But the City Util- 
ities Co., which owns the bus lines, and the Public 
Service Co., are one and the same, They are as closely 
bound as the Siamese twins. The only assets 
of City Utilities.Co. are the recently purchased bus 
company and stock in the St. Louis and Kansas 
City street car companies. J. K. Newman, who is 
president of City Utilities Co., was the chief promo 
ter in the reorganization of these latter companies. 
His principal aid in St. Louis was Frank O. Watts, 
chairman of the board of the First National Bank. 
Watts is a large stockholder in City Utilities Co. 
He and Newman are directors of the Public Service 
Co. and members of that company’s executive and 
finance committee. : 

For the promoters of the nauseous franchise plot 
to say that in these circumstances, controlling as they 
do through their holding company both the street car 
company and the bus company, they cannot co-ordi- 
nate the service of those companies, is to insult the 
intelligence of the public and to confess their utter 
failure as managers of the monopoly of mass trans- 
portation in St. Louis. 

Unfortunately, the city must suffer under State 
regulation of street car service and its preposterous 
conditions, the 10-cent fare and the company’s legal 
right to a 7 per cent return on the fantastic valuation 
of $63,500,000 on a property bought for $49,101,000, 
until the existing franchises expire or the city takes 
means to cancel them. 

When the franchises no longer exist the city can 
establish home rule over street car service and regu- 
late fares on the reasonable basis of the purchase 
price. The Mayor and the Board of Aldermen have 
declared for home rule, and if they stand by their 
pledges, publicly made, the franchise-grabbing scheme 
will remain forever as it is today, stymied. 

But, happily, the city now enjoys home rule over 
busses. The People’s Bus Co. has no franchise, but 
operates under revocable permits. If the promoters 
continue to prefer the futile course of profiteering 
to that of sound business, and refuse to merge the 
bus and trolley systems with universal] transfers, the 
Board of Aldermen, which wisely instituted the per- 
mit system some years ago, can compel them to do so.

Since it was 
widened, Vandeventer carries an enormous stream of 
north-and-south traffic and when it meets the rush 
hour east-and-west traffic some such impasse is cre- 
ated as when a pair of mountain goats meet on a six- 
inch rocky ledge. The situation calls plainly for a 
system of automatic signals. But until-they can be 
installed the Police Department should regularly as- 
sign ,traffic officers to the intersections mentioned, 
not next week or next month but immediately. To 
leave the unsnarling of traffic jams to chance visits 
of the motor cycle, squad is not sufficient. 
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Well, as a poet might say it, April departed in a 
chariot of sunshine, leaving a handsome estate of 
pink and purple tulips. 
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THE CITY AND THE BANKS. 

By transferring all or part of their tax-exempt se- 
curities from capital stock and surplus to holding 
companies, a number of St. Louis banks and trust 
companies have for some years found a way to get 
out of paying approximately a million dollars an- 
nually which went to the city and State for taxes. 

The city has taken alarm at ,the growth of this 
practice in the five years since the Missouri Supreme 
Court decided in the case of the St. Louis Union 
Trust, Co. that unless actually held in capital stock 
or surplus, tax-exempt securities owned by banks and 
trust companies are truly tax-exempt. The City Coun- 
selor’s office will therefore take the dispute to the 
State Tax Commission, and if it loses there it will 
returm to the Missouri Supreme Court in the hope 
of having the prior decision reversed upon a fuller 
presentation of the city’s case, , 

Like the theory of reproduction new enunciated 
by the United States Supreme Court in the case of 
public utilities, this decision proved revolutionary. 
The largest bank in the city has transferred all but 
$5,000,000 of its tax-exempt securities from capital 
stock and surplus to a holding company. These 
holding companies, of course, belong to the banks. If 
the city loses its point the tail will go with the hide. 
The city is losing by these transfers a half-million 
dollars a year. It is one of the losses that has con- 
tributed to the city’s chronic shortage of money. 

The fineness of the point involved explains why 
there is a growing feeling against tax-exempt se-

that decisions by the United States Supreme Court 
consistently refuse to indorse such use of them. 


_ SHARTEL AND BECKER. 

Young Bros., blue sky stock brokers, made a 
shrewd choice in selecting the attorney to protect 
their interests at Jefferson City. They chose Stratton 
Shartel in June, 1928, shortly after he had been ap 
pointed Attorney-General by Gov. Baker, They also 
picked a winner, for Shartel won the race for the of- 
fice in the following November. The Youngs had him 
in their pay when he was elected and kept him there 
for six. months after he assumed office at a salary 
equal to that he drew from the State as Attorney- 
General. 

Attorney-General Shartel testifies that he did noth- 
ing for the Youngs. He drew his salary; that was 
enough. Naturally, he did nothing as attorney for 
the Youngs because as Attorney-General. he was not 
called upon to prosecute them for illegal and fraud- 
ulent stock transactions. 
through his subordinate, Securities Commissioner 
Stockard, and with the benign countenance of the 
Attorney-General, saw to it that no legal action was 
undertaken against his political supporters and cam- 
paign contributors, the Youngs. 

The Youngs needed no attorney in Jefferson City 
unless the Attorney-General took action against them 
for the State. The possibility of any other egal 
action at the State capital was ‘so remote as to be 
negligible—certainly not worth a-33000 retainer sal- 
ary. They were safe. With the Attorney-General as 
their attorney and the Secretary of State as their po- 
litical patron, the Youngs were well guaxded against 
legal actiOn and were free to pick the pockets of ig- 
norant and credulous victims. The sun shone and 
they garnered a huge crop of hay. 

In the event the AttorneyGenefal had been called 
upon to prosecute the Youngs he would have found 
himself in the embarrassing ‘position of defending the 
Yaungs as their attorney against his own prosecution 
as Attorney-General. The situation would have been 
embarrassing for the Secretary of State under ad- 
mitted political obligation to the Youngs. Of course, 
no legal action was taken. 

As the Post-Dispatch has remarked, this is a scan- 
dal the like of which has not before happened in 
Missouri. It makes the protection which the State 
owes and pretends to give to its citizens against 
financial and etock-selling skulduggery a tragic farce. 
What confidence can the people place in the enforce- 
ment of the Jaws, in the light of the disclosures con- 
cerning Young Bros., so long as Attorney-General 
Shartel and Secretary of State Becker, with his weak 
Securities Commissioner, Stockard, remain in office?

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MR. FORD’S ROBOT SCHOOL. 

Mr. Ford’s school at Sudbury, eloquently described 
on this page by Elsie McCormick, is what might be 
expected of this archpriest of the Machine Age. His 
life has been spent turning out countless Model T’s 
and Model A’s, one, exactly like the others. That sort 
of thing develops a philosophy which sees as evil 
any departure from the norm, or any variation from 
the blueprints worked out in the main office. It is 
only a step from the perfect mechanization of steel, 
glass and rubber to the mechanization of human be- 
ings. Mr. Ford has taken it. We join Miss Mc- 
Cormick in sympathizing with the unfortunate 
youngsters at Sudbury, who must study practical 
plumbing and go without dessert to ingrease their 
efficiency, who are deprived of all instruction in the 
arts or languages, botany or zoology. In the Sudbury 
school, history is bunk, poetry is piffle, literature is 
a waste of time, Keats and Shelley have been sup- 
planted by drain pipes and carburetors. At least once 
| every 20 years, however, we trust Sudbury school will | 
| turn out a new model. 
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FOUR NOBLE EXPERIMENTS. 

We reprint in another column an amazing statis- 
tical analysis of the population of Federal prisons 
from 1910 to April 1, 1930, prepared by Sanford 
Bates, Superintendent of Prisons. It shows that of 
the 10,977 persons now confined, 7490 were convicted 
of what the chart refers to as “‘new’ offenses,” as 
against only 3487 for “ ‘old’ offenses.” Of the 7490, 
nearly half, or 3472, are serving time for prohibition 
Violations. In other words, all the counterfeiters, 
embezzlers, murderers and other assorted crooks in 
Federal prisons lumped together hardly outnumber 
| the bootleggers. The next largest class of prisoners 
are violators of the Harrison anti-narcotic act. They 
number 2448, Under the Dyer automobile theft law, 
1385 are serving time, and 184 under the Mann act. 

Consider the situation in 1910. At that time the 
| Federal prisons housed only 1942, and the ratio of 
prisoners per million population was only 21.1 as 
against 89.7 on April 1, 1930. So that the increase 
of more than 400 per cent in prison population in 
the last 10 years can be traced directly to the en- 
trance of the Federal Government into the police 
business, and the creation of new crimes by statute. 
Less than 100 per cent of the increase is traceable 
to “old” offenses, that is, those not covered by the 
four laws mentioned, and this increase is partly due 
to increase of population. 

And what of those four laws? The prohibition law 
is under heavy fire throughout the country. It has 
been impossible of enforcement, and a vigorous move- 
ment for its repeal is well under way. The Dyer 
act has been repudiated by its author, Representa- 
tive Dyer of Missouri, who says it has been perverted 
from its original purposé of breaking up interstate 
auto-stealing rings to the prosecution of joy-riders 
and mischievous youths. He is advocating its repeal. 
Long ago the Mann act was entirely discredited, as 
an instrument of blackmail. The Harrison anti- 
narcotic act has proved to be a breeder of dope 
fiends. It, like the eighteenth amendment, has cre- 
ated a huge and immensely profitable underworld 
industry which the authorities are unable to stamp 
out. Many who have observed the operation of the 
Harrison act intimately are convinced it is a failure.

EOPLE who hold up their hands in

lies very close to home. Over in Sudbury. 
Mass., is a school that threatens to do as 


much harm to us from the cultural stand-. 


point as half a dozen prolctarian dictator- 
ships. 

The institution I am _ referring to is 
Henry Ford’s effort to reduce education to 
bare mechanical terms and to present his 
ideal course of study. This includes prac- 
tical plumbing, but leaves out all the non- 
sense about history, forcign language and 
the arts. 

If it were just a matter of one isolated 
school, there would be no reason for peo- 
ple wh believe in broader learning to or- 
der their cartridge belts. Unfortunately, 
however, the maker of the small fry of the 
roads recently announced that he plans to 
spend $100,000,000 on education. The in- 
stitution at Sudbury gives a fair idea of 
what this benevolence might mean. 

Mr. Ford’s little brain factory is a board- 
ing school which keeps the children on 
the belt for all 24 hours. No foods or habits 
that might hurt their industrial efficiency 
are permitted; neither are there any courses 
of study that might cultivate that time- 
wasting faculty known as the imagination. 


The boys range in age from 12 to 17, 
and their work at Sudbury is ‘supposed to 
take the place of a high school course. 
Only one week in three is spent in c ‘ 
The rest of the time is devoted to neue 
the 3000-acre farm, repairing faulty elec- 
tric fixtures, taking care of the furnace, 
and wrestling with the profound problems 
of modern plumbing. 

There is certainly no reason why a 
youth's training should not include some 
of these highly practical subjects. The 
difficulty is, however, that even when in 
class the boys do not get away from the 
horizon of shop and factory. According to 


a report on the school, no languages are 
studied, cither ancient or modern. History 
is limited to industrial history. very scant 
attention is given to literature, and art and 
music are entirely absent from the curric- 
ulum. 

Science is confined to physics and chemis- 
try, botany and zoology evidently being as- 
sociated in Mr. Ford’s mind with such time- 
wasting activities as tramping for flowers 
and leaping over the fields with butterfly 
nets. There are also courses in civics, 
shop mathematics and geometry. 


This mechanical idea of education is. to 
my mind, even more narrow than any form 
of child training that has come out of 
Soviet Russia. We hear much about the 
utilitarian type of culture in the U. S. 8S. R.; 
but still, 100,000 Russians recently passed 
in mourning before the bier of a poet—a 
spectacle which the seer of Detroit would 
no doubt regard with surprise. 

The out-of-class routine of Mr. Ford's 
students is regulated strictly in accordance 
with the manufacturer's ideas of what 
makes for efficiency. Through tests in his 
laboratory, Mr. Ford came to the donciusion 
that meat and potatoes or meat and bread 
are injurious if eaten together; hence, at 
the school they never appear ut the same 
meal. No desserts are ever served. and 
there is a ban on even such a mild stimu- 
lant as cocoda. 

The boys, it is claimed, are so strongly 
converted to this diet that they do not buy 
candy or other sweets even on their trips 
to town. Somehow I hope. for their own 
sakes, that they sometimes invest in choco- 
late sundaes and the more hardy forms of 
all-day suckers. . 

If they submit passively to this diet as- 
signed from on high. they have already be- 
come such perfect little robots that further 
molding and welding seems almost un- 
necessary. ;

But there are some to 
whom growing old does not signi- 
fy that “the best is yet to be,” par- 
ticularly those ejderly persons who 
grow increasingly deaf, 
There is a type of deafness which 
comes on with age, known as senile 
deafness. There is a slow loss in 
the “sharpness” of the hearing 
sense. At first, only the higher 
notes are missed. ‘The shrill notes 
of a whistle, or the high pitched 
tones of a singing bird fail to reg- 
ister. The lower notes, those used 
in ordinary conversation are heard 
with perfect ease. But with time 
the deafness progresses and even 
the lower register becomes hard to 
catch. 


as egariy as 60, or agaim may not 
make its appearance until 80. In 
the uncomplicated case, there is no 
ringing in the ears nor dizziness. 
There is only an ever deepening si- 
lence. 7 

Not all of the deafness of old 
age is of the senile type: There 
are other catises than age and 
senility that may bring on deaf- 
niéss, and certain among these may 
be treated effectively. There may 
be a catarrhal condition of the in- 
ner tube of the ear or the trouble 
‘may have its origin in the nose. 
Impacted ear wax is not an un- 
common cause. The general cbdn- 
stitutional condition, too, has its 
bearing on hearing as well as on 
other body functions. The removal 
of centers of infection, such as bad 
teeth, sometimes works wonders.
